16. On motion, read and adopted this minute and adjourn- 
ed to the stund for preaching.

CONSTITUTION. 


WHEREAS, The assemblage of delezat:s met at Bay Branch » 


chu:ch, Tattnall county, Ga., on Saturday before the fourth 
Sunday i in November, 1896, from the several churches, viz: 
Cedar Creek, Sunlight. Anders m, Bay Beanch, Lane’s Chapel, 

Beard’s Creek, Beth+l and C srinth, havins then and there 
agreed to be one body, called the Bethel Primitive Baptist 
Association. 

1, This association will meet annually to worship and 
praise God. 

2. This association will be composed of messengers from 
ther churches whuse names shall be inserted in their letters. 

3. This associ»tion shall have power to make its rules to 
govert itself while in session, but none of its rules shall be bind- 
ing on the churches, for they are free und of right ought to be. 

4. It shall be the duty of this association to elect # mod- 
erator and clerk at each session by the messengers 
present, and the cl rk to keep a record of each minute. 

5. This association shall call for and admit into its body 
any church that is «rderly and orthodox; also if any church 
wishes to withdraw from this body she may do so at her dis- 
cretion. 

62-4 shall be the duty of this Association to appoint a 
committee to arranze preaching. 

7 It shall be the duty of this Association to appoint a 
committee to arrange general meetings, 

8. It shall be the duty of this Association to appoint a 
committee on finance. 


9. If any chu’ch deems it fit and proper not to represent 
with us in our As ociation such xction ae not impair our fel- 
low-h p with the members of suct: churches; and while that for 
the sake of Scrip'ual truth, Gospel peace, order and freedom, 
we hereby discontinue a!! formal correspoudence with our sis- 
ter As-cciations, we take pleasure in aig claring our warmest 
Christian love ter all our brethren every where; ‘and we do most 
aff. ctionately invite them to make loving and personal visits 
to see us, not only at our Associations, but also to our churches 


individually, fecling that we will give them a more cordial wel- | 


come in the future than we have in the past. 
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
